oftent imes ſell and put away the ſame at Butchers pꝛiuate houſes, and ſometimes vpon 
the Euening befoze the Fayze and Market day, oz verie earely in the Moꝛning of ſuch 

Faye 02 Market dapes: By meanes whereof,ſuch ſtollen Cattle are vtterly killed 02 dꝛi⸗

uen away,bcfoze the true Owners can come to make their clayme and challenge thereun⸗ 


to eſpecially to ſuch as are ſold at Butchers pꝛiuate houſcs vpon the Euening beloꝛe the 
n Fapꝛe oꝛ Parket day, foz that they are eyther pzeſently killed and fleyed at ſuch Butchers 
2 houſes, oz dꝛiuen away in the night time, ſo that the Owner if he come to make purſuite, 
Z/j can neythecr follow the tracke, nop vſe any other meanes to recouer his goods againe, By 
FS 2 mcanes wherof the Felons doe commonly eſcape, and are thereby muchincouragedto com- 
mis the like ſlealths againe,to the generall grieuance ol all bis Waieſties louing ſubiects 

: ot this Kingdome, And lite inconueniences doe ariſe, inthataſwell Engliſh and Scot- 

tifb,as other Dꝛouers doe by them(lc'ucs c2 their ſcruants ⁊ factozs, buy in the high wayes,remote from market-townes, 
and in other obſcure places, great multitudes of Lowes, Dxen, Yozſes, and other Cattle by one oꝛ two in a place, and con⸗ 
vey them out of this Kingdom. oz into parts remote fromthe place where they were bought, bp occaſion whereof many are 
incouraged to ſteale Cattle, and ſell them toſuch Dꝛouers, and the true owners doe not know where to ſeeke their Cattle ſo 


bought and conucyed away. Which We the Loꝛd Deputie and Louncell of this Kingdome taking into conſideration, 


hauẽ thought fit to mate and cſtabliſb ſome pzouiltanail ozder by Act of State foꝛ the pꝛeſent, vntill further oꝛder may be 
taken {02 the better refozination thereof, And therefoze Met doe hercby oꝛder and decree, and likewiſe ſttaightlycharge 
and commaund, Ti at no common Butcher, oꝛ Dꝛouer ſball by himſclfe, oʒ his factoꝛ oz ſcruant, buy any Sheepe,Oren, 
Cowes, Yozſes.,02 other Cattle to kill. ſell, oz tranſpozt, at his pꝛiuate houſt, noꝛ vpon the h:gh-way,nozinany other place, 
but oncly in open Fay2cs and Markets,02 at, 02 in the houſes oꝛ grounds of ſuch perions as (hall notoztouſly be knowne 
to be the true owners thereof, and where ſuch Oxcn, Lowes, Shcepe, oz other Cattle haue becne fed, and depaſtured by 
the ſpace of one Moncth next beloꝛc the buying thereof, vpon paine of foxfeiturc of ſive pounds ferling foz euerie offence 
committed againſt the Tcnoxz ofthis Pzoclamation, whereof the one halte to be to his Mateſtic, and the other halfe to him 
o2 them that ball infozmc againſt any ſuch offendoz oz offeridozs, and to endure ſuch further puniſbment (by impꝛiſon⸗ 
ment, oꝛ otherwiſe ) as to vs the Loꝛd Deputie and Councell wall be thought t to be inflicted vpon them fog their wilkull 
contempt in that behalke. | 


Ind further, that no manner of perſon oz perſons whatſocner, ſball, from, and after the puvliſbing hereof byPzoclama« 


tion, ſell, 02 buy auy Cowes, Oxen, Yozſes, Sheepe, 63 other Cattle whatſocuer, that are oz ball be bzought vnto any 
Fayze oꝛ Market to be ſold, vntill they haue beene placed, andſettled in the open Fayze 02 marketplace vpon the vſuall 
Fapꝛe 02 market-day,z that between the houres of nine of the clocke in the Moꝛning a thꝛce oftheclocke inthe aftcrnoone 
of the lame day, vpon paine of impziſonment,as well to the buyers as to the lellexs, and ſuch further puniſhment astoUs 
the Loꝛd Deputie and Lounccli ſballlikewiſe be thought fit tobe inflicted vpon them foꝛ their wilkull contempt in that be⸗ 
halle. Ind mee doc herebylikewiſe ſtraightly charge and commaund all Lozds and Owners of Fayzcs and Markets, 


that they doc takt diligent care, that no buytng oz ſelling be vſed within their ſeucral: liberties, contrarie to the Tenoꝛ 


hcreof, vpon paine to haue their ſcucrall Fayzcs and Markets reſpectiucly ſeiſcd into the Rings hands, foz holding them, 
02 ſuffering thein to be holden, otherwiſe then of right they ought to hold and keepethe lame, And foz that all dꝛiuing of 
Lattice by night by Butchcrs and Dzoucrs, oꝛ their ſcruants is likewiſe found to be very inconuentent,afwell foꝛ the re: 
ſpects b:foze mentioned, as alſo foz that by colour of dziuing ſuch cattle in the night time from Fayzes and Markets, the 
Butchers oz Dzoucrs, many times take other mens Cattle, and dziuc them along together with their owne, by meaneg 
whercofthe laid cattle are oftentimes loſt,aud neuer heard of againe bythe true owners: Jtistherefoze oꝛdered, that ng 
Butcher oꝛ common Dꝛouer ſhall vpon any pꝛetenct whatſoenecr, from henccfozth dziue any Lowes, Lalfes, Hozſes, 
Sheepe,Oxen,oz any other beaſts oꝛ Cattle wyatſoeuer in the night time, that is to ſay,from after the ſun⸗ſetting vntil the 
ſunne riſing againe, vpon paine to be imp2iſoned by two Juſtices of Peace befoze whom any ſueh Dꝛouer oz Dzouers (hall 
be bꝛought, thereto remaine vntill they {ball finde ſuerties foz their koꝛth comming, and appearance vpon ten dayeg war⸗ 

ning, to anſwere their contempt, and not to vſc any ſuch dziuing againe in the night time, And note doe hereby likewiſe 

authozize all Mayoꝛs, Bayliſtes, Conſtables,and other his Paieſttes Officers and Ministers whatſoeuer, aſwell within 


Townes cozporate as without, and all other his Maieſties louing Subiects whatſocuer, to arreſt, and ſtay all and euerie 


luch Dꝛouet a Dꝛouers and other perſons whatſoeuer ſo dziuing any ſuch Cattle inthe night time , as perſons woꝛthyly 
to be ſuſpected of ſtealing oꝛ getting the ſaid Cattle by ſome vnlawfullmeanes, and them to carrie befoze ſome of his Saie⸗ 
ſties J uſtices of the Peace, to be further dealt withall, eyther by impziſonment and binding as afozeſatd, oz otherwiſe as 
vpon examination of the fact, the nature of their offences ſbalbe foundtorequire.Giuen at his Maieſties Caſtle of Dublin 
the 22. day of Augut 1625. Jn the peare of the raigne of our Doueraigne Lozd, King Charles of England, Scotland 
France, and Ireland, the firſt, .
